Fifteenth  Year  of  the 
Hampden-Sydney  Alumni  Fund 

The  Alumni  Fund  has  become,  one  might  say,  an 
integral  part  of  the  institution  itself.  When  the  Fund 
was  inaugurated  fifteen  years  ago,  it  was  felt  that  it  would 
not  unlikely  be  of  considerable  financial  benefit  to  the 
College,  but  it  is  doubtful  whether  even  President 
Gammon,  who  put  the  plan  into  operation,  foresaw  what 
a  potent  factor  the  Fund  would  become  in  the  work  of  the 
College.  It  has  far  surpassed  the  expectations  of  its  most 
enthusiastic  supporters  and  has  enabled  the  College  to 
carry  on  more  effectively  and  expand 
its  usefulness.  To  be  able  to  look  for- 
ward to  and  count  on  substantial 
contributions  each  year  from  the  alumni 
is  of  great  value  and  encouragement  to 
the  management. 

These  contributions  are  purely  volun- 
tary. No  alumnus  is  assessed.  All  that 
is  done  is  to  bring  the  matter  to  the 
attention  of  the  alumni  and  give  them 
the  opportunity  to  contribute  if  they 
feel  so  disposed.  While  reminders  are 
sent  out,  these  reminders  are  in  no  sense 
bills,  but  are  chiefly  to  call  attention  to 
those  who  had  intended  to  contribute 
but  overlooked  doing  so.  Those  who 
are  contributors  feel  that,  though  when 
students  they  paid  all  charges  to  the 
College  in  the  way  of  fees  and  tuition 
required,  what  they  received  from  the 
College  was  far  in  excess  of  the  financial 
outlay  they  made ;  they  are,  therefore, 
the  more  desirous  and  willing  in  this 
way  to  contribute  to  the  support  of 
their  Alma  Mater.  Moreover,  while 
the  aggregate  of  the  contributions  each 
year  is  very  considerable,  what  the 
individual  donor  gives,  he  finds  in  no  sense  a  burden,  but 
a  privilege  and  pleasure. 

Remembering  what  the  Fund  means  to  the  College,  it 
is  confidently  felt  that  this  the  Fifteenth  Fund  will  equal 
or  surpass  that  of  previous  years.  And  it  is  also  hoped 
that  many  of  the  more  than  sixty  per  cent  of  the  alumni 
who  have  never  contributed  will  now  do  so,  and  will  not 
be  deterred  because  their  gifts  may  be  small  ones.

Robert  K.  Brock,  '97 
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Dean  Wilson  Retires 

After  serving  with  admirable  success  as  Dean  of  the 
College  from  1939  until  the  end  of  the  session  which 
closed  in  June,  Dr.  David  C.  Wilson  is  retiring  from  that 
position.  A  superior  teacher,  he  has  been  head  of  the 
Department  of  Greek  since  1923  and  was  professor  of 
German  from  1923  to  1927.  It  is  a  source  of  much 
satisfaction  to  the  College  and  his  many  friends  that 
although  he  has  reached  the  retirement  age  and  earned 
the  rest  to  which  his  long  service  has  entitled  him,  he 
will  continue  his  work  in  the  Chair  of  Greek.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  Princeton  and  holds  his  Ph.D.  from  the 
LJniversity  of  Michigan.  It  is  as  a 
teacher  that  his  work  is  outstanding. 

Dr.  Wilson  has  the  faculty  of  under- 
standing students  and  knowing  how  to 
deal  with  them,  aiding  them  in  lining 
up  their  work,  always  their  wise 
counselor  and  sympathetic  friend.  At 
the  same  time  he  possesses  that  firmness 
required  to  maintain  their  confidence 
and  respect. 

He  is  active  in  church  and  civic 
affairs,  and  at  one  time  headed  a  drive 
for  funds  for  the  Southside  Community 
Hospital.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Wilson  have 
been  and  are  great  additions  to  the  life 
on  the  Hill.  Their  son  and  only  child, 
Spencer,  after  two  years  in  college 
entered  the  Naval  Academy  at 
Annapolis  from  which  he  graduated 
with  distinction.  The  Second  World 
War  found  him  serving  on  the  Battle- 
ship Pennsylvania,  flagship  of  the  fleet, 
when  the  attack  of  the  Japanese  was 
made  on  Pearl  Harbor  in  December, 
1 94 1.  Though  this  ship  sustained  con- 
siderable damage,  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Wilson  was  not  seriously  in- 
jured. Later,  he  decided  to  enter  the  submarine  branch  of 
the  Navy  and,  after  intensive  training  for  this  work,  was 
an  officer  on  the  submarine  "Tullibee"  in  the  Pacific  area, 
when  this  vessel  was  sunk  by  the  Japanese  with  the  loss  of 
all  but  one  on  board.  The  fortitude  with  which  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Wilson  bore  this  sore  bereavement  won  the  admir- 
ation of  all  who  knew  them. 

Dr.  Wilson  was  acting  president  of  the  college  session 
before  last,  during  the  illness  of  Dr.  Gammon,  a  part  of 
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which  time  he  himself  was  far  from  well.    It  is  the  w  ish 

and  hope  of  his  host  of   friends  that  many  more  years  of 
happiness  and  usefulness  lie  before  him. 


Physical  Improvements  and 

Betterments  Made  During 

the  Summer 

Buildings  of  red  brick  with  windows,  door  frames, 
cornice,  and  the  like — and  columns  also  if  a  part  of  the 
building — painted  white  present  a  most  pleasing  effect. 
In  fact,  no  combination  is  more  generally  pleasing  to  the 
eye.  Buildings  so  constructed  have  not  only  stability 
without  severity  and  coldness,  but  a  warm  and  friendly 
aspect.  Brick  holds  its  color  to  a  remarkable  degree,  and 
though  time  and  weather  cannot  but  have  their  effect,  it 
is  surprising,  when  the  woodwork  is  treated  to  a  coat  of 
white,  how  the  whole  building  stands  out. 

One  will  be  particularly  struck  here  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  as  the  summer  comes  to  an  end  by  the  appearance 
of  the  College  buildings,  which  since  the  close  of  the  past 
session  have  been  treated  to  this  redeeming  paint.  Among 
the  buildings  so  freshened  are  Venable  Hall,  the  Library, 
the  Administration  Building,  the  College  Shop,  Graham 
Gymnasium,  and  most  of  the  brick  residences  occupied  by 
members  of  the  faculty.  They  lose  none  of  their  dignity, 
neither  do  they  look  like  new  structures,  but  one  gets  the 
impression  of  their  fitness  and  stability.  These  buildings, 
standing  as  they  do  on  a  surface  of  green,  among  fine  old 
trees,  give  the  campus  an  almost  narklike  appearance,  with- 
out park  formality.  President  Gammon  recognizing  how 
much  appearances  mean,  it  has  been  his  constant  desire  to 
have  the  buildings  in  good  repair  and  the  grounds  in  order. 
To  accomplish  the  latter,  with  more  ground  being 
constantly  taken  in,  it  has  been  necessary  to  have  a  power 
mower  in  almost  constant  operation. 

Additional  dormitory  space  was  greatly  needed,  as  were 
nvw  quarters  for  the  infirmary.  The  old  gymnasium,  com- 
monly known  as  the  H.  Tucker  Graham  Gymnasium  and 
recently  used  for  dances  and  student  entertainment,  lent 
itself  admirably  to  the  purpose.  This  building,  con- 
structed with  high,  strongly  built  walls  enclosing  a  large 
room,  the  basketball  court,  and  provided  with  large 
w  indows  one  above  the  other  with  considerable  space 
between  the  upper  and  lower,  made  it  unnecessary  to  do 
anything  to  the  outside  structure  except  to  cut  a  door  at 
the  rear  for  a  stairway  to  lead  to  the  upper  floor.  'W'itli 
this  building  available,  President  Gammon  conceived  the 
idea  of  a  two-story  structure  b\  the  simple  expedient  of 
constructing  a  new  floor  constituting  the  second  storj  and 
partitioning  it  into  twelve  rooms  with  toilets  and  baths  tor 
a  dormitory,  the  lower  floor  being  also  partitioned  into 
rooms,    wards,    and    nurse's    quarters    for    an    infirmary. 


Moreover,  it  will  have  the  advantage  of  being  largely 
self-liquidating.  The  new  dormitory  space  will  accommo- 
date twenty-five  students,  and  the  room  rent  over  a  period 
of  years  should  pay  for  the  work  done  in  this  remodeling 
process.  Work  has  proceeded  apace  on  this  undertaking 
so  that  the  building  was  ready  for  occupancy  when  the 
College  opened   for  its   1954-55  session. 

In  addition  to  these  improvements  which  are  obvious 
to  the  eye,  a  new  filtering  plant  has  been  installed  and 
housed  in  a  small  building  to  the  west  of  dishing  Hall  by 
which  the  water  from  a  deep  well,  sunk  a  number  of  years 
ago,  is  made  both  palatable  and  free  from  a  substance 
which  had  caused  the  water  to  rust  pipes  and  plumbing 
fixtures.  This  well,  nearly  five  hundred  feet  deep,  is 
thought  to  be  almost  inexhaustible. 

Football  Discontinued  at 
Washington  and  Lee 

The  recent  action  of  the  authorities  at  Washington  and 
Lee  by  which  football  at  that  institution  was  discontinued 
and  the  schedule  of  games  for  the  approaching  season 
canceled,  came  as  something  of  a  shock  to  those  who  had 
not  followed  what  had  been  going  on  at  that  institution  in 
the  Department  of  Athletics.  The  action  of  the  Ivy 
League  some  time  ago  by  which  strict  rules  were  laid  down 
regarding  subsidization  of  plavers,  in  particular,  limiting 
the  number  of  games  to  be  played  each  season  and  con- 
fining the  9-ames  to  those  compromising  the  Ivy  League — 
Harvard,  Yale,  Princeton,  Columbia,  Dartmouth,  and 
others — no  doubt  gave  encouragement  for  such  action. 
Naturally,  there  was  an  outcry  from  the  alumni  of  Wash- 
ington and  Lee  and  bv  no  means  universal  approval  of 
the  action  taken  by  the  Ivy  League,  by  the  alumni  of 
those  universities.  It  does  seem  unfortunate  that  the 
authorities  at  Washington  and  Lee.  since  they  must  have 
known  months  earlier  what  action  they  were  going  to 
take,  did  not  act  then  and  thus  avoid  the  embarrassment 
occasioned  by  waiting  until  the  schedule  had  been  com- 
pleted and  contracts  with  competing  teams  made  and  in 
some  instances  tickets  already  sold. 

It  is  not  the  intention  in  this  comment  to  enter  into  the 
causes  which  actuated  the  decision  made  at  Washington 
and  Lee.  Apparently  there  were  certain  irregularities  in 
the  conduct  of  some  members  of  the  team  which  called 
for  strict  disciplinary  action  outside  of  and  beyond  the 
matter  of  the  subsidization  of  players.  Subsidization  has 
become  a  most  regrettable  and  common  practice  and  is  by 
no  means  confined  to  our  large  institutions  which  have 
thousands  of  alumni,  providing  a  greater  source  for 
financial  support,  but  the  same  practice  will  be  found  in 
smaller  colleges.  It  is,  after  all,  a  difference  of  degree. 
The  small  college,  generally  speaking,  stands  on  no  firmer 
ground  than  the  large  one. 

Intercollegiate  athletics  have  become  a  part  and  parcel 
of  the  life  of  our  schools  and  colleges,  beginning  at  the 
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high  school  level,  and  have  met  with  the  interest  and 
approval  of  students,  alumni  and  parents  and  the  public 
generally.  But  in  the  beginning  and  for  a  long  time 
the  games  were  on  a  strictly  amateur  basis — the  players 
playing  for  the  love  of  it,  for  the  honor  of  alma  mater, 
with  no  thought  of  material  compensation  and  reward. 
It  is  true,  they  were  often  accorded  certain  privileges 
which  had  the  sanction  of  their  fellow  students  as  well  as 
the  faculty.  There  might  have  been  an  occasional  case 
where  an  over  athletic-minded  alumnus  may  have  contri- 
buted some  assistance,  but  this  was  unusual. 

It  is  not  always  easy  to  lay  down  a  fixed  rule  as  to  what 
constitutes  subsidization.  As  has  been  observed  a  number 
of  times,  when  a  good  student  is  desirous  of  obtaining  an 
education  but  has  not  the  means  to  do  so  and  is,  at  the 
same  time,  an  exceptional  athlete,  if  some  alumnus  or 
other  person  is  ready  to  furnish  the  means  required,  he 
should  not  be  deprived  of  this  assistance — or  if  given 
such  assistance  should  not  be  denied  the  privilege  of 
playing  on  athletic  teams.  Of  course,  there  is  always 
danger  of  abuse  in  such  cases  and  great  care  should  be 
taken  to  see  that  this  does  not  occur. 

It  must  be  conceded  that  subsidization  of  players  reached 
the  danger  point  and  has  brought  intercollegiate  football 
into  disfavor  and  ill  repute.  Something  must  be  done  to 
restore  it  to  its  amateur  status.  Possibly  Washington  and 
Lee's  action  may  set  a  good  example  and  cause  other 
institutions  to  clean  their  athletic  stables. 


Interesting  Items 

•  King  College  is  placed  in  the  budget  of  Appalachia 
Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  for  $77,000  for 
the  ensuing  year.  This  is  15%  of  a  total  budget  of 
$503,i54- 

•  Hampden-Sydney  College  is  in  the  budget  of  the  Synod 
of  Virginia  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  for 
$41,571.  This  is  slightly  under  4%  in  a  total  budget  of 
$1,112,591.  However,  seldom  more  than  half  of  the 
sum  allotted  is  received  by  the  College. 

•  52  per  cent  of  men  over  25  making  $10,000  or  more  a 
year  have  gone  to  college.  Only  8  per  cent  of  those  over 
25  making  less  than  $3,000  are  college  men.  So  a  recent 
survey  by  the  U.  S.  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

•  The  handsome  Hampden-Sydney  signboard  erected  by 
the  Class  of  1954  at  the  Kingsville  road  junction  (see  July 
Record,  p.  16)  has  been  moved  by  the  State  Highway 
Department  to  the  side  of  Route  15.  Here  it  is  less  visible 
to  the  passing  motorist ;  but,  perhaps  in  compensation,  a 


whole  complex  of  large  Hampden-Sydney  pointers  and 
route  numbers  has  been  erected  by  the  Department,  and 
there  is  no  longer  a  reason  for  the  questing  visitor  to  end 
up  in  Keysville,  Darlington   Heights,  or  North  Carolina.

The  President's  Page 


Dn.AR  Alumnus: 

I  am  writing  just  prior  to  the  opening  of  our  one 
hundred  and  seventy-ninth  session.  At  the  moment,  the 
enrollment  is  beyond  our  capacity — 335.  It  has  been 
necessary  to  turn  some  away. 

The  Freshman  Class,  except  for  Richmond  and  the 
Norfolk  area,  comes  from  all  over  the  State.  There  are 
seventeen  from  other  states.  Richmond  has  twenty  and 
the  Norfolk  area  eleven. 

While  enrollment  everywhere  appears  on  the  up-grade, 
it  will  always  be  well  for  our  Alumni  Chapters  to  seek 
earnestly  the  best  young  men  in  their  respective  com- 
munities. Nothing  docs  so  much  for  the  type  of  enrollment 
desired  as  the  personal  interest  of  our  alumni. 

Four  men  will  join  the  Faculty:  Dr.  Joseph  Clower  in 
Bible,  Dr.  James  Fredericksen  and  Prof.  Charles 
Bondurant  in  Chemistry,  and  Prof.  Charles  Hummel  in 
Economics. 

The  summer  has  been  an  exceedingly  busy  one.  There 
has  been  extensive  maintenance  work  both  in  the  College 
buildings  and  Faculty  houses. 

Ever  since  the  building  of  the  new  gymnasium,  what  to 
do  with  the  old  one  has  been  a  source  of  Concern.  This 
summer  1  decided  to  ask  the  Finance  Committee  to  con- 
vert the  first  floor  into  a  much  needed  infirmary.  The 
request  was  granted  and  it  was  also  decided  to  make  the 
second  floor  into  dormitory  space.  This  work  is  now 
nearly  completed  with  splendid  results.  The  front  of  the 
building  —  the  Alumni  headquarters  —  has  also  been 
thoroughly  renovated. 

I  very  much  wish  that  all  of  the  alumni  could  see  the 
entire  plant  as  it  is  today.  Of  course  there  are  still  needs, 
but,  in  the  main,  the  College  is  adequately  equipped. 


For  the  past  two  years  Hampden-Sydney  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Virginia  Association  of  Independent  Col- 
leges. The  main  purpose  of  the  organization  is  to  create 
a  closer  relation  with  large  corporations  in  order  to 
receive  a  share  of  their  contributions.  The  feeling  is  that 
in  time  this  effort  may  be  very  beneficial  to  the  twelve 
member  institutions.  The  fact  that  so  many  of  the  best  in 
industrial  leadership  have  come  from  the  small  liberal 
arts  colleges  has  created  a  very  sympathetic  attitude  in 
the  pool  of  the  Corporations. 

Another  connection  that  we  maintain  is  with  the  Rich- 
mond Area  of  the  University  Center.  By  virtue  of  this 
relationship  lecturers  of  international  fame  often  visit 
the  campus.    The  cost  to  the  college  is  a  very  slight  one. 

The  fifteenth  Alumni  Fund  effort  is  under  the  leader- 
ship of  W.  T.  Reed,  Jr.  The  vice-chairman  is  Jim 
Selvage.  Our  goal  for  the  year  is  to  reach  $48,625.42  and 
thus  make  the  gifts  of  the  fund  during  its  life  amount  to 
$500,000.

Excerpts  From  the  President's 
Report  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees 

Dear  Sirs: 

I  submit  my  thirtieth  semi-annual  report  save  one. 

The  1 7Sth  session  closed  on  June  7th.  It  was  neither 
without  its  problems  nor  its  encouragements.  The  closing 
exercises  were  of  an  unusually  high  order. 

The  enrollment  for  the  year  was  336.  There  were  49 
graduates. 

The  faculty  consists  of  twenty-six  men — an  adequate 
number  for  350  students.  Due  to  extra  work  on  the  part 
of  Professors  Thompson  and  McRae,  the  department  of 
Greek  was  able  to  operate  without  employing  another  man 
to  take  the  work  of  Dean  Wilson.  Assistant  Dean  James  E. 
Kinard  rendered  a  very  timely  service. 

During  the  summer.  Professor  Bliss  is  teaching  at 
William  and  Mary,  Professor  Ryan  is  studying  in  New 
York,  Professors  Thompson  and  Hubard  are  at  Duke 
University,  Professor  Gilmer  attended  a  conference  at 
Oak  Ridge,  and  Professor  Allan  continues  his  Guidance 
Program  for  the  Young  People  of  the  Synod  of  Virginia. 

The  Spring  Religious  Emphasis  Week  was  led  by  Dr. 
( !  rah  am  Lacy. 

The  Second  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Parents  and  Friends 
of  the  College  was  held  at  Hampden-Sydncy  on  May  I  ith. 
It  was  well  attended  and  enjoyed.  The  amount  contri- 
buted  to  the  College  for  scholarships  was  $1,180. 

Two  Young  Peoples'  Conferences  have  recently  been 
held  on  the  campus:  one  from  West  Hanover,  Roanoke, 
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and  Montgomery  Presbyteries,  and  the  other  from  East 
Hanover. 

The  Library  is  growing  somewhat  alarmingly.  There 
will  soon  be  need  for  additional  stacks.  The  College  is 
most  fortunate  in  having  Mr.  Paul  L.  Grier  as  Librarian. 
From  his  excellent  and  careful  report  the  following  is 
taken :  "increased  use  of  the  library  by  both  faculty  and 
students,  lists  of  new  books  mailed  regularly  to  faculty, 
administration,  students  and  community;  the  library  is 
open  72 1 A  hours  per  week,  1,170  books  were  catalogued, 
267  periodicals  received,  and  4,246  books  circulated." 

It  is  good  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  session  was  closed 
without  a  deficit. 

The  renovated  dormitories  have  been  of  saving  benefit 
to  the  College.  The  debt  on  this  undertaking  is  today 
$90,000.00. 

Because  the  old  gymnasium  has  stood  practically  without 
use  for  some  thirteen  years  and  because  of  the  dire  need 
of  additional  housing,  I  recently  recommended  to  the 
Finance  Committee  the  conversion  of  the  building.  Work 
is  now  in  progress.  When  completed  it  will  mean  the  first 
actual  infirmary  in  the  life  of  the  College,  thirteen 
additional  rooms  on  the  second  floor  for  dormitory  space, 
and  a  house  freed  for  faculty  use.  The  cost  will  be 
approximately  $30,000.00. 

Owing  to  the  vast  improvement  in  the  dormitories, 
especially  in  the  showers  and  lavatories,  last  session  proved 
the  necessity  for  additional  water.  This  can  be  accom- 
plished at  a  cost  of  from  eleven  to  twelve  thousand  dollars. 

These  two  undertakings,  then,  mean  that  the  College 
is  in  debt  to  the  extent  of  some  $131,000.00.  As  much  as 
debt  of  any  kind  is  to  be  regretted,  the  existence  of  the 
College  was  impossible  without  these  improvements. 

In  recent  years  there  has  come  to  the  Col'eue  a  little 
more  than  $1,800,000.00.  As  far  ;>s  I  know  there  has  been 
but  one  campaign  in  manv  years.  I  am  not  now  advocating 
one  but  I  strongly  feel  that  there  should  be  a  quiet  effort 
to  raise  a  minimum  of  $150,000.00.  This  amount  would 
not  only  pay  the  outstanding  indebtedness  but  also  go  a 
long  way  toward  building  the  second  unit  of  the  gym- 
nasium— not  an  absolute  necessity  but  a  very  urgent  need. 

During  the  fiscal  year  the  college  received  $15,000.00 
from  a  Foundation,  $10,000.00  from  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
George  Thomas,  $0,314.00  from  the  Fraser  estate,  $4,- 
530.00  from  the   Payne   Estate — a   total   of  $38,844.00. 

The  Alumni  Fund  ended  its  fourteenth  year  on  May 
31st.  From  I.IOO  alumni  and  ?4  friends  the  amount 
received  was  $33,578.00.  The  Fund  has  now  reached 
$451,314.58.  It  would  be  a  fine  achievement  if  we  could 
obtain  $500,000.00  by  the  end  of  the  fifteenth  year. 

While  on  the  subject  of  finance  I  would  like  to  exnress 
a  profound  gratitude  for  the  work  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. Its  handling  of  the  funds  of  the  College  can 
hardly  be  excelled. 

Hampden-Sydney  continues  its  relation  with  the  Rich- 
mond Area  of  the  Universitv  Center  and  the  Virginia 
Association  of  Independent  Colleges.

New  Faculty  Members 

Dr.  James  Monroe  Fredericfcsen  comes  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  this  year  as  Professor  of  Chemistry.  He  is  a  native 
of  Blackstone,  Ya.,  and  attended  Thomas  Jefferson  High 
School  in  Richmond.  In  1940  he  received  his  B.S.  degree 
from  the  University  of  Richmond.  He  was  in  the  United 
States  Navy,  1944-46,  emerging  as  a  lieutenant.  He  re- 
ceived his  Ph.D.  from  the  University  of  Virginia  in  1947. 
He  then  became  Industrial  Research  Chemist  at  Amerck 
and  Co.,  Elkton,  Va.,  where  he  remained  for  six  years. 
In  1953-1954  he  was  head  of  the  Department  of  Chemistry 
at  Davis  and  Elkins  College.  While  there,  he  found  enjoy- 
ment in  the  abundant  West  Virginia  snows,  wherein 
Hampden-Sydney  may  prove  somewhat  deficient.

The  Faculty  of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  at  its  first 
meeting  in  September,  approved  and  adopted  the  following 
statement  of  appreciation: 

Each  college  year  brings  its  changes.  None  is  more  sig- 
nificant this  year  than  the  departure  from  the  Dean's 
office  of  David  C.  Wilson.  Capable  and  able,  admired 
by  students  and  faculty,  for  fifteen  years  in  his  official 
position  he  has  stood  four-square  for  the  liberal  arts  ideal 
of  education. 

Dean  Wilson  is  a  born  teacher  in  the  Socratic  manner.

He  will  still  lead  wayward 
and  fractious  students  through  the  subtleties  of  "long 
act"  and  "short  act,"  the  intricacies  of  the  cognate  accusa- 
tive, and  the  whenceness  of  the  genitive  of  source.  Despite 
desperate  resistance,  he  will  continue  to  insist  that  college 
students  should  learn  to  think.  His  great  work  still  lies 
ahead. 

Generosity  of 
Miss  Gertrude  McClintock 

In  1 95 1  President  Edgar  G.  Gammon  attended  the 
meeting  of  the  Southern  Association  of  Schools  and  Col- 
leges in  Houston,  Texas.  While  there,  he  renewed  his 
acquaintance  with  Miss  Gertrude  McClintock,  whose 
father  had  owned  the  Miller  Hotel  in  Brownsville,  Texas, 
in  former  days  when  Dr.  Gammon  was  a  missionary  on 
the  Mexican  border.  On  occasions  when  Dr.  Gammon  had 
come  to  Brownsville  to  preach,  he  had  customarily  stayed 
at  the  Miller  Hotel  as  a  guest  of  the  McClintocks.

Hampden-Sydney  Enrollment 
Increases 

Total  enrollment  for  the  new  college  session  stands  at 
340.    Of  these  125  are  new  men. 

These  figures  show  a  considerable  increase  over  those  of 
last  year,  when  there  were  319  students  on  the  rolls  in 
September,  including  101    new  men. 

Under  present  limitations  of  boarding  and  rooming 
facilities,  Hampden-Sydney  seems  to  have  about  reached 
its  enrollment  limit.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  addition  of 
thirteen  dormitory  rooms  over  the  new  infirmary  (in 
what  was  "the  old  gym"),  not  even  the  present  number 
of  students  could  have  been  accepted. 

Of  the  entering  freshman  class  of  125,  19  men  are  from 
states  other  than  Virginia.  This  is  15.2%  of  the  whole 
number — about  the  average  for  the  entire  student  body 
last  year.

Books  By  Alumni 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  AND  HEALTHFUL 
LIVING,  edited  by  Lester  M.  Fraley,  Warren  R. 
Johnson,  and  Benjamin  H.  Massey,  '37;  Prentice-Hall, 
N.  Y.,   1954;  xi,  203  pp. 

This  is  a  book  of  readings  on  various  phases  of  sports, 
physical  exercise,  and  good  health,  edited  by  three  members 
of  the  Physical  Education  faculty  at  the  University  of 
Maryland.  There  are  some  thirty  articles,  all  of  them 
short,  and  they  make  for  interesting  reading,  whether  the 
book  is  perused  from  beginning  to  end  or  is  used  for  brows- 
ing purposes. 

The  book  is  an  important  one  for  the  person  concerned 
with  physical  education,  and  a  useful  one  for  the  average 
citizen ;  indeed,  a  fascinating  one.  However,  the  said 
average  citizen  should  be  warned  that  he  is  going  to  be 
painfully  reminded  of  his  shortcomings  in  the  field  of 
physical  fitness.  If  he  is  aroused  to  do  something  about 
it,  so  much  the  better.  Perhaps  a  selection  on  the  values 
of  cutting  the  grass  might  have  been  included. 

Hampden-Sydney's  member  of  the  University  of  Mary- 
land trio,  Dr.  Massey,  '37,  has  written  one  article 
especially  for  this  book,  and  part  of  another.  In  his  dis- 
cussion of  "Sports  Competition  and  Length  of  Life,"  he 
concludes  that  "vigorous  sports  competition  has  no  appreci- 
able effect  on  longevity."  However,  it  is  pointed  out  that 
while  college  athletes  outlive  the  general  citizenry,  their 
life  expectancy  is  less  than  that  of  college  graduates  as  a 
whole,  and  still  less  than  that  of  honor  students. 

APPLIED  GENERAL  MATHEMATICS,  by  Edwin 
P.  Piper,  Randolph  S.  Gardner,  '35,  and  Preston  E. 
Curry;  South-Western  Publishing  Co.,  Cincinnati, 
1954:566  pp. 

Applied   General   Mathematics    is    not   a    conventional 


mathematics  book.  It  is  intended,  according  to  the  preface, 
for  "that  large  group  of  high  school  students  whose  needs 
and  interests  are  not  served  by  the  traditional  mathematics 
courses."  The  problems  which  stress  addition  and  sub- 
traction, for  example,  center  around  bank  transactions — 
deposit  slips,  check  stubs,  bank  statements.  Multiplication 
and  division  problems  feature  sales  tickets,  price  averages, 
etc.  Other  sections  deal  with  personal  finance,  borrowing 
money,  savings  and  investments,  travel,  taxes,  and  the  like. 
Whatever  the  validity  of  this  non-traditional  approach,  it 
should  be  an  interesting  and  informative  book  for  students 
to  work  with.

Dr.  Montgomery  is  a  native  of  Greenbrier  County, 
West  Virginia,  and  a  graduate  of  Greenbrier  Military 
School  in  Lewisburg.  Like  so  many  good  West  Virginians, 
he  came  to  Hampden-Sydney  for  his  collegiate  work,  re- 
ceiving an  A.B.  in  1929.  Subsequently  he  earned  his  A.M. 
from  the  University  of  Southern  California  and  his  Ph.D. 
from  Duke  University. 

For  five  years  Dr.  Montgomery  was  a  member  of  the 
faculty   of   Greenbrier    Military    School.     For    the    past 
eleven  years  he  has  served  as  superintendent  of  the  Green 
brier    County    schools.     He    assumed    the    presidency    of 
Greenbrier  College  on   September   I    of   this  year. 

The  College,  founded  in  18 12  and  situated  in  one  of 
the  loveliest  and  most  historic  sections  of  West  Virginia, 
is  a  four  year  junior  college  for  young  women. 

Dr.  Montgomery  is  obviously  no  stranger  to  Greenbrier 
College.  His  wife,  the  former  Miss  Edith  Rotbwell,  of 
Lewisburg,  is  a  graduate  of  the  school.     I  lis   daughter, 


Mrs.  James  Arbaugh,  graduated  with  honors  from  Green- 
brier in  1953. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Montgomery  have  four  other  children: 
John,  Mary,  Herbert,  and  Joan.  John  has  just  enrolled 
at  Hampden-Sydney  as  a  freshman. 

Dr.  Montgomery  is  a  member  of  the  Lewisburg  Rotary 
Club  and  an  elder  in  the  Old  Stone  Church  of  Lewisburg. 


Wing  of  Farmville  Hospital 

Named  for 

Dr.  Mettauer,  1811 

With  the  dedication  of  the  John  Peter  Mettauer  wing 
of  the  Southside  Community  Hospital  in  Farmville  on 
August  29,  1954,  one  of  the  most  distinguished  of  all 
Hampden-Sydney  alumni,  a  member  of  the  class  of  i.Sii, 
was  fittingly  memorialized.  Two  other  alumni  of  the 
College  took  part  in  the  program.  The  Hon.  Robert  K. 
Brock,  '97,  of  Hampden-Sydney  presided  with  his  custo- 
mary grace,  and  in  the  course  of  the  ceremonies  acknowl- 
edged the  gift  of  a  bronze  plaque  given  by  the  Medical 
Society  of  Prince  Edward  Counts'.  The  plaque  was  pre- 
sented by  Dr.  Wyndham  B.  Blanton.  '10,  Richmond  phy- 
sician and  biographer  of  Dr.  Mettauer. 

Dr.  Blanton  traced  the  great  surgeon's  life,  with  its 
nineteenth  century  contributions  to  the  advancement  of 
medicine  and  surgery.  It  was  a  life,  Dr.  Blanton  said,  of 
"grit,  wit,  and  gumption,"  carried  to  great  heights  by 
Dr.  Mettauer's  "daring,  inventiveness  with  surgical  in- 
struments, and  dextrous  skill." 

Attributing  to  the  pioneer  surgeon  fifty  articles  of  out- 
standing merit  that  are  now  historical  documents,  and 
pioneer  studies  in  the  discovery  of  typhoid  fever.  Dr. 
Blanton  said,  "You  do  well  to  preserve  the  record  and 
memories  of  this  nineteenth  century  Prince  Edward 
genius." 

Dr.  Blanton  said  that  Dr.  Mettauer's  contributions  to 
medicine  are  untold  because  of  his  achievements  as  a 
teacher  and  founder  of  Prince  Edward  Medical  Institute, 
where  generations  of  students  and  "forty-five  to  sixty 
patients  were  attended  at  one  time  for  forty-live  years." 

An  outstanding  feature  of  the  occasion  was  the  unveil- 
ing of  a  new  portrait  of  Dr.  Mettauer,  painted  by  Mrs. 
Charles  L.  Baird,  a  resident  of  Hampden-Sydney.  Her 
husband,  radiologist  on  the  hospital  medical  staff,  presented 
the  portrait,  which  was  unveiled  by  little  Mi>>  Ann  1  liza- 
beth  Meric  of  New  Orleans,  a  great-great-granddaughter 
of  Dr.  Mettauer.  The  portrait,  showing  Dr.  Mettauer  in 
the  tall  hat  which  he  habitually  wore,  was  an  excellent 
likeness. 

Others  who  took  part  on  the  program  were  Fourth 
District  Congressman  Watkins  M.  Abbitt,  Mayor  W.  C. 
Fitzpatrick,  president  of  the  hospital  hoard  of  managers, 
and  Rev.  James  R.  Kennedy,  minister  of  the  Farmville 
Presbyterian  Church. 
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John  Peter  Mettauer  was  born  in  1787,  the  son  of 
Joseph  Francis  Mettauer,  a  French  surgeon  attached  to  a 
French  regiment  serving  in  this  country  during  the  Revo- 
lutionary War.  Smallpox  overtook  the  detachment  while 
it  was  in  Prince  Edward  County,  and  many  of  the  soldiers 
died  and  were  buried  near  Kingsville.  The  surgeon  yielded 
to  the  insistence  of  prominent  citizens  of  the  county  that  he 
remain.  Shortly  afterward  he  married  Jemimah  Gualding. 
Two  sons  were  the  issue  of  this  union. 

John  Peter  attended  grammar  school  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  and  entered  the  College  in  1805.  While  here,  he 
participated  in  the  organization  of  the  Philanthropic 
Literary  Society.  (For  an  account  of  how  the  Society 
later  came  into  possession  of  his  portrait  which  now  hangs 
in  the  college  library,  see  the  April,  1954,  issue  of  The 
Record.) 

After  two  years  at  Hampden-Sydney,  Mettauer  went 
on  to  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  where  he  graduated 
in  medicine  in  1809.  He  returned  to  Prince  Edward 
County  in  181 1  to  join  his  father  in  medical  practice, 
and  so  embarked  on  his  distinguished  career.  He  died 
rather  suddenly  on  November  22,  1875,  at  the  age  of 
eighty-eight,  only  a  few  days  after  performing  several 
major  operations. 

He  lies  buried  by  the  side  of  his  father  in  a  cemetery 
at  Hampden-Sydney.  The  handsome  stone  at  the  head 
of  his  grave  was  erected  by  the  Medical  Society  of  Vir- 
ginia. 


Justice  Eggleston,  '06,  Speaks 
On  Judge  Carrington 

Judge  Paul  Carrington,  one  of  the  founders  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College  and  an  active  member  of  its 
Board  of  Trustees  until  his  death,  was  the  subject  of  an 
address  by  one  of  Hampden-Sydney 's  distinguished  alumni. 
Justice  John  W.  Eggleston,  '06,  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Appeals  of  Virginia.  The  address  was  delivered  June 
26,  1954,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Charlotte  County  branch  of 
the  Association  for  the  Preservation  of  Virginia  Antiq- 
uities, the  occasion  being  the  dedication  of  a  memorial 
to  Judge  Carrington  at  his  plantation  seat  of  Mulberry 
Hill  in  Charlotte  County. 

Carrington,  who  lived  from  1733  to  18 18,  was  one  of 
the  leaders  in  Virginia  of  the  movement  to  break  away 
from  England  and  establish  an  independent  nation.  He 
was  a  member  of  among  other  bodies,  the  Virginia  House 
of  Burgesses,  the  Virginia  Conventions  of  1774,  1775, 
1776,  and  1788,  and  the  first  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals 
of  Virginia. 

In  view  of  twentieth  century  developments,  Justice 
Eggleston  had  the  following  piquant  remarks  to  make : 

"Paul  Carrington  was  a  member  of  the  Virginia  Con- 
vention of  June,  1788,  which,  as  you  will  recall,  ratified 
the  Federal  Constitution  by  a  narrow  vote  over  the  bitter 
opposition  of  Patrick  Henry  and  others.  Carrington  is 
recorded  as  having  voted  for  ratification. 

"I  wonder  whether  Paul  Carrington  has  stirred 
restlessly  in  his  eternal  sleep  at  some  of  the  things  which 
have  since  been   done    under   the   supposed   authority   of 


that  instrument.  If  there  be  any  communion  between  the 
spirits  of  these  great  men  I  am  sure  that  more  than  once 
during  the  passing  years  the  long  finger  of  Patrick  Henry 
has  been  pointed  at  the  spirits  of  the  proponents  of  ratifi- 
cation with  a  scornful,  'I  told  you  so!'  '

Gilmer  Given  "H"  Bomb  Task 

Dr.  Thomas  E.  Gilmer,  '23,  Professor  of  Physics  at 
Hampden-Sydney,  has  been  selected  to  organize  an 
extensive  radiological  monitoring  system  for  the  State  of 
Virginia.  It  will  be  necessary  to  train  teams  of  workers 
in  various  communities  as  specialists  able  to  track  down 
radioactive  products  resulting  from  an  explosion  of  a 
hydrogen  bomb  in  an  attack  on  the  United  States.  This 
would  be  essential  in  the  protection  of  sections  of  the 
State  which  are  considered  support  areas  in  case  of  such 
an  attack  on  Washington,  Hampton  Roads,  or  other 
strategic  points. 

State  Civil  Defense  Co-Ordinator  J.  H.  Wyse,  in  an- 
nouncing Dr.  Gilmer's  appointment,  described  him  as  "one 
of  Virginia's  outstanding  scientists."  The  Hampden- 
Sydney  physicist  is  well  prepared  for  his  tough  assignment. 
Resides  his  general  training  and  experience  in  his  (ield, 
he  attended  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission's  school  for 
radiological  monitoring  at  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology in  1950,  and  during  the  last  two  years  he  has  had 
special  training  at  the  Oak  Ridge  Institute  of  Nuclear 
Studies. 

This  past  summer  Dr.  Gilmer  was  one  of  seventy-five 
professors  selected  from  the  entire  United  States  to  attend 
an  advanced  course  in  radioisotope  instrumentation. 

Robert  Fulton's  Vigorous 
Leadership 

Under  construction  in  Columbia,  South  Carolina,  is  the 
new  $300,000  Eastminster  Presbyterian  Church.  'Flu's 
building  brings  to  fruition  the  dreams  of  the  building 
committee  and  the  pastor  of  the  church,  the  Reverend  T.

"Hob  has  established  himself  as  one  of  the  very  out- 
standing ministers  of  the  city.  He  has  led  a  newly 
organized  church  into  excellent  growth  with  firm  founda- 
tions both  in  faith  and  in  fellowship.  He  has  offered  him- 
self and  has  been  used  widely  by  civic  organizations,  in- 
cluding Community  Chest  with  all  of  their  various 
agencies.  He  has  held  many  important  positions  on  Chest 
boards  and  executed  his  tasks  creditably.  Bob  has  done 
excellent  work  in  our  Presbytery.  He  has  held  for  many 
months  now  the  hard  position  of  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mission on  the  Minister  and  his  Work.  He  has  ably 
executed  the  duties  pertaining  thereto.

For  several  summers  he  acted  as  conference  director  for 
our  young  people's  camp  of  Congaree  Presbytery.

The  new  building  is  of  Williamsburg  Colonial  design 
and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  next  spring.

Fulton's  on  the  Hill  rejoice  in  this  achievement  and  wish 
for  him  continued  success  in  his  chosen  field  of  service.

Outstanding  in  the  South 

Prospect  Presbyterian  Church  of  Mooresville,  North 
Carolina,  of  which  the  Reverend  Carlyle  A.  McDonald, 
39.  is  pastor,  was  awarded  the  title  of  "Rural  Church 
of  the  South"  in  ceremonies  held  July  21  at  Emory  Uni- 
versity as  a  climax  to  the  second  annual  Town  and 
Country  Church  Development  program,  sponsored  by  the 
Sears  Foundation  and  Emory  University. 

A  total  of  846  churches  entered  this  contest  this  year, 
with  thirty-nine  denominations  represented.  Entrants  are 
rated  on  their  accomplishments  toward  a  better  church, 
a  better  community,  and  a  better  world — the  entire  pro- 
gram aimed  at  spreading  successful  and  workable  small 
church  plants  throughout  the  South. 

Dr.  McDonald's  church  is  131  years  old  and  has  a 
membership  of  393.  Among  its  accomplishments  under 
Dr.  McDonald's  leadership  have  been  extensive  improve- 
ment of  the  church  building,  the  payment  of  its  $16,000 
church  debt,  and  the  building  of  an  eight-room  $25,000 
home  as  a  manse.    In  addition  to  these  physical  improve- 


Historical  Article  By 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Johns 

The  April,  1954,  issue  of  The  Virginia  Magazine  of 
History  and  Biography  contains  an  article,  "Chimborazo 
Hospital  and  J.  B.  McCaw,  Surgeon-in-Chief,"  by  Frank 
S.  Johns,  '08,  and  Anne  Page  Johns. 

It  is  the  story  of  the  Confederate  hospital  established 
on  the  eastern  edge  of  Richmond,  which  from  April,  1862, 
to  April,  1865,  treated  76,000  patients  with  an  over-all 
mortality  of  a  little  over  nine  per  cent.  It  was  the  largest 
military  hospital  in  the  history  of  the  world.  This  is  also 
the  story  of  Dr.  James  Brown  McCaw,  its  surgeon-in- 
chief,  professor  of  chemistry  and  pharmacology  at  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  and  "a  typical  Virginia 
gentleman."  The  hospital  he  considered  "the  greatest 
thing  in  his  life." 

In  the  brief  compass  of  eleven  pages  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Johns  have  written  a  clear  and  moving  account  of  one 
of  the  heroic  but  neglected  phases  of  the  Confederacy. 
The  article  was  originally  delivered  by  Dr.  Johns  as  his 
presidential  address  to  the  Seaboard  Railway  Surgeons 
Association  at  Miami,  Florida,  in  November,  1952. 

Dr.  Johns,  well-known  to  Hampden-Sydney  alumni  as 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  since  1938,  is  president 
of  the  Johnston-Willis  Hospital  of  Richmond,  where  he  is 
Chief  of  Surgery.  Mrs.  Johns  is  the  author  of  A  Fir  Tree 
Prays  and  Other  Poems  (Richmond,  1943). 


McKinney  Articles  Republished 

Charles  D.  McKinney,  Sr.,  '90,  is  the  author  of  a  series 
of  articles  originally  written  for  the  Decatur,  Ga.,  News 
and  now  republished  in  booklet  form  under  the  title 
Local  Government  in  DeKalb  County. 

Mr.  McKinney  was  born  and  raised  in  Farmville,  Va. 
He  graduated  from  Hampden-Sydney  with  the  degrees  of 
A.B.  and  B.  Lit.  After  graduation  from  the  Law  School 
of  the  University  of  Georgia  in  1899,  he  engaged  in  the 
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practice  of  law  in  Decatur  and  Atlanta,  and  is  now  living 
in  Decatur.

As  a  resident  of  DeKalb  Count]  for  nearly  sixty  years, 
lie  is  well  qualified  to  write  on  its  problems  and  policies. 
While  this  series  of  articles  deals  with  local  issues  (and 
also  with  Stone  .Mountain,  which  looms  large  on  the 
American  horizon),  such  is  the  vigor  and  scope  of  the 
writing  that  it  holds  interest  for  the  general  reader.  One 
comes  awaj  impressed  with  Mr.  McKinney's  ardent  be- 
lief in  "the  importance  of  local  citizenship,  and  the  duty 
ot  all  citizens  to  recognize  their  civic  responsibilities,  and 
to  discharge  these  responsibilities  as  efficiently  as  possible."

Z.  Lewis  Dalby  of  Washington,  D.  C,  of  the  Class  of 
'»4,  was  a  visitor  to  the  College  during  the  summer  just 
ended.

Mr.  Dalby  was  a  brilliant  student  when  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  and  was  also  greatly  interested  in  extra-curricular 
activities  such  as  the  college  magazine,  of  which  he  was 
an  editor,  contributing  many  articles  in  merit  far  beyond 
what  would  be  expected  of  a  college  student.

evidenced  by  the  discussions  and  decisions  relative  to  our 
relation  with  the  Negro  race  ....

Dear  Sirs: 

In  reading  the  July  issue  of  The  Record,  which  is  an 
occasion  I  have  always  looked  forward  to  with  great 
anticipation,  I  was  somewhat  disturbed  by  the  editorial 
entitled,  "The  United  States  Supreme  Court  Decision  to 
Abolish  Segregation  in  the  Public  Schools."  .  .  . 

Is  it  too  difficult  to  conceive  that  there  was  a  higher 
motive  for  this  ruling  on  the  part  of  the  Supreme  Court 
than  either  legal  tradition  or  pressure  of  foreign  propa- 
ganda? It  seems  to  me  that  this  ruling  is  a  striking  symp- 
tom of  the  moral  and  spiritual  awakening  which  is  taking 
place  among  the  peoples  of  the  United  States.  Have  we 
not  prayed  for  this  type  of  moral  conscience  to  be  awakened 
in  the  minds  of  our  peoples  and  the  leaders  of  our  govern- 
ment ? 
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I  trust  that  this  editorial  by  the  Editor-in-Chief  of  our 
Record  does  not  mean  that  this  is  the  official  stand  taken 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  I  am  sure  it  does  not  repre- 
sent our  faculty  as  a  whole. 

In  another  article  in  the  July  issue  entitled  "The  Iron 
Worker  Features  Hampden-Sydney  College,"  an  article 
is  quoted  as  saying,  "The  motto  of  the  Hampden  family, 
emblazoned  on  its  coat  of  arms,  was  'Vestigia  Nulla 
Retrorsum' — 'No  steps  backward."  Hampden-Sydney  has 
never  adopted  this  motto  as  her  own  officially,  but  the 
motto  expresses  something  of  the  aim  of  the  College,  and 
Hampden-Sydney,  proud  of  her  past,  lives  not  in  it,  but  in 
the  present." 

This,  I  think,  is  a  significant  statement,  and  I  am  sure 
that  it  is  true  of  our  school.  "We  have  a  wealth  of  rich 
heritage  of  which  every  Alumnus  is  proud,  but  we  are 
living  in  the  present.  And  if  our  Christian  colleges  do 
not  lead  the  way  in  demonstrating  the  Christian  and  demo- 
cratic principles  of  equality,  love,  and  care  for  the  less 
privileged,  we  will  undoubtedly  be  lowering  the  standards 
of  which  we  are  so  proud  ....

I  have  therefore  welcomed  the  ruling,  and  have  been 
distressed  that  our  Southern  States  have  been  seeking  to 
circumvent  the  obvious  meaning  of  this  ruling  .... 

I  take  exception  to  your  article  in  which  the  status  quo 
has  been  defended.  I  see  no  damage  to  our  white  chil- 
dren— unless  we  are  an  inferior  race — and  a  world  of 
benefit  for  the  children  of  our  Negro  friends.

A  bond  of  love  and  affection  has 
been  forged  between  our  races  which  will  absorb  the 
shock.  Our  only  danger  lies  in  our  own  unwillingness  to 
adapt  to  the  present  situation. 

This  has  been  a  momentous  decision.  Our  American 
banner  has  been  unfurled  in  all  its  glory.  We  have  again 
raised  the  hopes  of  countless  souls  throughout  the  earth 
that  we  mean  what  we  say — that  men,  all  men,  have  been 
created  by  God — equal.

Since  at 
least  one  of  the  letter  writers  fears  that  so?ne  readers  may 
get  the  impression  that  the  vieivs  expressed  may  he  those 
of  the  faculty  or  Board  of  Trustees,  he  'wishes  to  state 
at  the  outset  that  they  are  his  oivn  for  which  he  assumes 
full  responsibility  without  apology.  lie  was  exercising  the 
same  right  and  privileges  in  expressing  his  opinion  as  was 
exercised  by  the  writers  of  these  letters  in  expressing  theirs. 
He  accords  to  them  all  due  respect  for  their  opinions,  how- 
ever much  they  may  be  at  variance  with  the  views  he  holds. 
While  he  has  not  assumed  to  speak  for  any  one  but  himself . 
he  believed  when  he  wrote  the  editorial  and  believes  now 
that  it  will  be  found  that  the  great  majority  of  faculty, 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  alumni  are  in  agreement  with 
him — especially  on  the  question  of  admitting  members  of 
the  .\  egro  race  into  private  institutions  and  particularly 
Hampden-Sydney  College.  He  further  believes  that  -what- 
ever actuated  the  Supreme  Court,  whether  political  con- 
siderations, an  effort  to  offset  Kremlin  propaganda  (as 
has  been  suggested  by  able  writers  and  eminent  men  in 
public  affairs),  or  the  highest  motives,  it  has  rendered  a 
distinct  disservice  to  both  races.  In  his  opinion  segregation 
is  to  the  best  interest  of  both  races  in  our  public  and  private 
schools  and  as  a  general  policy.

ANDERSON.  Alfred  Thomas  Anderson,  '00,  died  at  his 
home,  2265  Seventh  Street  N.,  St.  Petersburg,  Fla.,  on  Feb. 
18,  1954,  after  an  illness  of  several  months.  He  was  72  years 
old.  A  retired  furniture  dealer,  Mr.  Anderson  was  born  in 
Prince  Edward  County,  Virginia,  October  25,  1876,  residing 
there  until  1908  when  he  moved  to  Florida.  He  was  a  student 
at  Hampden-Sydney  College  during  his  younger  days.  Always 
active  in  church  activities,  he  served  as  Elder  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  both  in  Virginia  and  Florida,  and  also  as 
Sunday  School  Superintendent. 

Survivors  are  his  wife,  Lizzie  Foster  Anderson,  three  sons, 
Charles  R.  and  Alfred  T.,  Jr.,  both  of  St.  Petersburg,  Fla., 
and  Walter  Anderson,  Raphine,  Va.,  and  one  brother,  Sam  G.

Justice  of  Virginia  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals,  1933  until  his 
retirement  in  1946. 

Surviving  are  his  wife  and  two  sons,  Dr.  E.  Malcolm  Camp- 
bell, a  physician  at  the  Johnson  City  hospital  at  which  his 
father  died,  and  Volney  Campbell,  Commonwealth's  Attorney 
of  Washington  County,  Abingdon,  Virginia ;  a  brother,  W.  W. 
Campbell,  of  Shreveport,  Louisiana ;  and  two  sisters,  Mrs. 
E.  E.  Hundley  of  Farmville,  Virginia,  and  Mrs.  Henry  Lenoir, 
Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana. 

CECIL.  James  McCosh  Cecil,  '01,  died  on  Friday,  Septem- 
ber 17,  1954,  at  his  home  in  Locust  Valley,  New  York.  He 
was  sixty-three  years  old. 

Mr.  Cecil  was  born  in  1891,  the  son  of  Dr.  Russell  Cecil  and 
Mrs.  Alma  Hiller  Cecil.  In  1900  he  moved  to  Richmond,  where 
his  father  served  as  pastor  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church 
for  twenty-five  years.  He  received  his  education  at  McGuire's 
University  School  and  at  Hampden-Sydney.  Mr.  Cecil  was  a 
member  of  the  Chi  Phi  fraternity.  Following  graduation 
from  Hampden-Sydney  Mr.  Cecil  served  as  a  reporter  on 
the  Richmond  Times-Dispatch.  In  1916  he  formed  the  firm 
of  Cecil,  Barreto  and  Cecil,  with  branch  offices  in  Balti- 
more and  New  York.  During  World  War  I  Mr.  Cecil 
served  in  the   Naval  Air   Corps. 

In  1925  he  moved  from  Richmond  to  New  York  where  the 
firm  became  Cecil,  Warwick  and  Legler.  In  1939  Mr.  Cecil 
joined  the  Frank  Presbrey  Company  as  its  president  and  the 
name  of  the  firm  was  changed  to  Cecil  and  Presbrey,  Incor- 
porated. 

Mr.  Cecil  was  a  trustee  of  the  New  York  University-Bellevue 
Medical  Center.  He  was  an  officer  of  the  Order  of  Orange 
and  Nassau,  an  honor  conferred  by  the  government  of  The 
Netherlands.  He  had  also  served  as  vice  president  of  The

from  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  in  1907.  After  interning 
at  the  Retreat  fur  the  Sick  in  Richmond,  he  practiced  in 
Randolph  and  Pocahontas  counties  and  later  became  associated 
with  the  Weirton  Steel  Company  at  YVeirton,  West  Virginia. 
During  World  War  I  he  was  commissioned  as  captain  in  the 
United  States  Army  Medical  Corps.  From  1920  to  1923  he 
practiced  medicine  in  Missouri  before  going  to  Daytona 
Beach,  where  he  remained  until  his  death. 

Dr.  Clemmer  was  a  member  of  Theta  Kappa  Psi  medical 
fraternity,  the  Volusia  County  Medical  Society,  the  Southern 
and  American  Medical  Associations,  a  Mason,  Knight  Templar, 
Shriner,  and  Elk.  He  was  a  life-long  member  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church.  During  1936  he  served  as  chief-of-staff  of  the 
Halifax   District   Hospital. 

Survivors  are  his  wife,  two  step-daughters,  two  step-grand- 
children:  one  sister,  Mrs.  J.  Lester  Hoy  of  Staunton,  Virginia; 
four  nephews  and  one  niece. 

Burial  was  in  Keene,  New  Hampshire,  the  native  home  of 
Mrs.  Clemmer. 

HOLMAN.  William  Gait  Holman,  '96,  died  al  his  home 
'"Edgewood"  near  New  Canton,  Buckingham  County,  Virginia, 
on  August  26,  1954.  He  was  buried  in  the  Trinity  Methodist 
Church  cemetery  there. 

Mr.  Holman  was  the  son  of  the  late  Judge  William  H. 
Holman,  Class  of  '60,  a  captain  in  the  Confederate  Army  and 
at  one  time  Judge  of  the  County  Court  of  Fluvanna. 

Soon  after  leaving  college,  William  G.  Holman  was  a  Pull- 
man conductor.  Those  of  his  friends  who  had  known  him  re- 
call his  courtesy  and  his  readiness  to  add  to  their  comfort  and 
pleasure  on  their  journeys.  In  later  life  he  was  much  interested 
in  farming  and  particularly  in  tobacco.  He  did  a  great  deal 
of  work  in  trying  to  devise  some  means  to  effectively  deal  with 
blue  mold,  which  has  long  been  a  curse  to  the  tobacco  grower. 

KEMPER.  Colonel  William  Mauzy  Kemper,  '01.  died  on 
August  3,  1954,  in  Front  Royal,  Virginia.  Funeral  services 
were  held  at  the  graveside  in  Prospect  Hill  Cemetery  on 
Thursday,  August  5. 

At  the  time  of  his  death.  Colonel  Kemper  was  a  member 
of  the  Randolph-Macon  Academy  faculty  in  Front  Royal,  where 
be  was  professor  of  history  and  a  counselor,  a  position  he  had 
held  since  l'»42 

Colonel  Kemper  was  born  at  the  ancestral  home  of  his 
family,  "Cedar  Grove"  near  Warrenton.  He  attended  Bethel 
Academy  and  Hampden-Sydney  College,  where  he  was  a  member 
of  Kappa  Sigma  fraternity.  Following  graduation  Colonel 
Kemper  returned  to  Bethel  Military  Academy  as  superintendent. 
I  l<  later  served  as  superintendent  at  Danville  Military  Academy 
in  Danville,  Virginia,  and  as  headmaster  of  Darlington  School, 
Rome.  Georgia.  Later  he  served  as  president  of  Palmer  College, 
DcFuniak  Springs.  Florida.  At  one  time  he  was  elected  mayor 
of   the    Florida    locality   without    seeking   the    office. 

In  1939  Colonel  Kemper  was  appointed  as  an  assistant  to 
Governor  James  H.  Price,  which  office  he  filled  capably  for 
four  years.  Later  he  was  appointed  to  the  State  Unemployment 
Commission.  Following  the  abolition  of  this  commission  in 
1942,  Colonel  Kemper  accepted  the  faculty  post  a.t  Randolph 
Macon  Academy. 

Colonel  Kemper  was  seventy-three  years  of  age.  His  wife, 
Mrs.  Winston  Allen  Kemper,  died  in  1951.  Surviving  are  a 
daughter,  Mrs.  Richard  P.  Alvcy  of  Richmond;  a  son.  Com- 
mander Allen  M.  Kemper  of  Charlottesville;  and  one  grandchild. 

MORTON.   Dr.  Heber  Jones  Morton, 'OS,  of  Stuarts  Draft. 

Virginia,  died  Tuesday,  August  10,  1954.  at  New  Vork  Memorial 
Hospital   following  a   long   illness. 


Dr.  Morton  had  long  been  prominent  in  medical  circles  in 
\  lrginia.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  a  member  of  the 
staff  of  King's  Daughters  Hospital  in  Staunton  and  the  Com- 
munity Hospital  in  Waynesboro.  He  served  at  one  time  as 
president  of  the  Augusta  County   Medical   Society. 

Dr.  Morton  received  his  degree  in  medicine  at  the  University 
of  Georgia.  During  World  War  I  he  served  as  major  on  the 
medical  staff  of  St.  Nazaire  Hospital,  France.  He  was  a 
Mason  and  a  member  of  the  Finlev  Memorial  Presbyterian 
I  hurch  of  Stuarts  Draft. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  his  boyhood  home  in  Kevsville,

JOHNSON.  James  \.  Johnson,  Class  of  1885,  died  in 
August,  1952,  word  just  having  been  received  through  his 
daughter,  Mrs.  Beth  Johnson  Purdum.  of  San  Francisco,  Cali- 
fornia. Mrs.  Johnson  sends  the  following  account : '  "My 
father  left  this  life  in  August  of  1952.  having  passed  his 
ninetieth  birthday  in  May  of  that  year.  He  had  spent  most  of 
his  adult  years  in  the  West,  having  gone  to  Washington  when 
it  was  still  a  territory.  He  later  lived  in  eastern  Oregon  and  in 
Idaho,  until  in  1937,  he  came  to  California  where  he  lived  until 
shortly  before  his  death.  All  his  life  he  was  a  sincere  church 
worker,  Presbyterian  if  there  was  one  in  the  community.  He 
influenced  many,  many  lives  along  his  long  trail  of   life." 

RICHARDSON.  Alice  Edmonia  Holman  Richardson 
(widow  of  George  Richardson,  Fartnville.  Virginia,  merchant  i . 
Presbyterian  church  and  civic  Leader,  died  June  15,  1954,  at 
"Rochelle"  in  Cumberland  County,  Virginia,  'the  home  of  one 
of  her  daughters.  She  was  in  her  95th  uar.  Her  funeral  wa~ 
conducted  in  the  Fartnville  Presbyterian  Church  bv  the  Rev. 
James  R.  Kennedy.  Her  grandsons  were  pallbearers.  She  was 
buried  m  the  George  Richardson  Familv  Square  in  Westview 
Cemetery,  Farmville. 

Mrs.  Richardson  was  born  on  December  29,  1859,  at  "Sunny- 
side,"  the  Cumberland  County  plantation  of  her  parents,  Jolin 
Seymour  Holman  and  Anne  Lavinia  Holman  Holman,  his  "first 
cousin.  "Sunnyside"  adjoins  "Linwood,"  the  plantation  of  Mrs. 
Richardson's  maternal  grandfather.  Benjamin  Holman.  Mrs. 
Richardson's  birth  was  attended  by  her  uncle,  Dr.  William 
Holman. 

In  early  childhood  Alice  E.  Holman  moved  with  her  parents 
to  Farmville  shortly  after  "The  War"  of  1861-65.  She  was 
educated  at  the  Farmville  Female  College,  or  Seminary  fore- 
runner of  Longwood  College. 

On  June  6,  1883,  Alice  E.  Holman  was  married  in  the  Farm- 
ville Presbyterian  Church  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Herbert  Hawes  to 
George  Richardson,  a  son  of  Temple  Davis  Richardson  and 
Elizabeth  Austin  Rives  Richardson  of  the  Cub  Creek  Section 
of  Charlotte  County,  Virginia,  now  in  Appomattox  County. 
Their  wedding  reception  was  held  that  evening  in  the  very 
house,  307  Buffalo  Street,  that  was  to  be  their  home  for  63 
years  until  Mr.  Richardson's  death  on  October  ".  1946,  in  his 
(|Ct  year,  at  which  time  he  was  dean  of  the  Farmville  Presby- 
terian Church  Session.    In  June,  1951.  she  moved  to  "Rochelle." 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Richardson  were  the  parents  of  seven  handsome 
children,  six  of  whom  survive:  Mrs.  R.  Hoskins  Sclater  I  Anne 
Lavinia  R.~)  of  Roanoke,  Va.,  George  Richardson,  Ir..  of  Blue- 
field,  W.  Va„  Walter  Joyncr  Richardson  ,,f  Farmville  Va 
Mrs.  David  Cloyd  Laughon  (Alice  Temple  R.)  of  Pulaski,  Va  ' 
Mrs.  William  Brown  Pollard  (Virginia  Seymour  R.)  of 
Winston-Salem,  X.  C,  and  Mrs,  Edwin  Preston  Lancaster 
(Mary  Rives  R.)  of  "Rochelle,"  Cumberland  County,  Va.  Their 
eldest  child.  Miss  Harriet  Elizabeth  Richardson  beautiful  vet 
fragile,  died  in  1912. 

Besides  educating  their  own  seven  children.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Richardson  helped  educate  seven  other  young  people  bv  giving 
them  room  and  board  in  their  home  while  they  studied  at  Farm- 
ville State  Teacher's  College  just  across  die  street  from  the 
Richardson  home. 

Xot  only  was  Alice  Holman  Richardson  a  wonderful  Christian 
mother,  but  she  was  also  active  in  church,  civic  and  cultural 
affairs.  In  October,  1940,  the  Bible  Class  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  of  (he  Farmville  Presbyterian  Church  presented  her 
with  an  Honorary  life  Membership  in  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
She  was  a  Charter   Member  and   Acting   Regent   of  the   ludith 
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Randolph  Chapter,  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution.  In 
October,  1943,  the  D.A.R.  paid  tribute  to  her  splendid  work  by 
placing  her  name  on  the  Chapter's  "Honor  Roll."  She  was 
president  several  times  of  the  United  Daughters  of  the  Con- 
federacy and  in  June,  1945,  she  was  elected  an  Honorary 
Member  of  her  U.D.C.  Chapter. 

She  was  an  Honorary  Member  of  the  Alpha  Chapter  of 
Sigma  Sigma  Sigma  Sorority  of  Longwood  College,  and  all 
five  of  her  daughters  were  members  of  that  sorority  chapter. 
She  was  a  member  of  the  Woman's  Club  of  Farmville,  the 
American  Legion  Auxiliary,  the  Association  for  The  Preserva- 
tion of  Virginia  Antiquities,  and  was  active  in  public  school 
affairs.  She  was  an  artist,  having  painted  lovely  oil  paintings 
and  having  made  exquisite  thread  lace.  In  recent  years  the 
Art  Department  of  the  Woman's  Club  of  Farmville  exhibited 
her  oil  paintings. 

All  five  of  her  daughters  graduated  from  the  Farmville 
State  Teachers  College  (now  Longwood  College).  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  claims  as  graduates  her  son  George  Richardson, 
Jr.  (1910),  and  three  of  her  grandsons,  George  Richardson  III 
(1938),  his  brother  Robert  M.  Richardson  (1939),  and  Hoskins 
M.  Sclater  (1940)  ;  all  four  are  lawyers.  Mrs.  Richardson  was 
a  descendant  of  James  Allen,  one  of  the  founders  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College.  He  was  a  Trustee  of  the  College  when  it  was 
incorporated  in  1783  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia. 

We  remember  Mrs.  Richardson  as  the  "Best  of  an  Era"  that 
spanned  nearly  a  century. 

VALENTINE.  Frederick  Stuart  Valentine,  Jr.,  '11,  died 
at  his  home  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  on  Monday,  August  16, 
1954.    He  was  sixty-four  years  of  age. 

Mr.  Valentine  was  the  son  of  the  late  Frederick  Stuart  and 
Mrs.  Mary  Lyle  Valentine  and  a  grandson  of  the  late  Mann  S. 
Valentine.  The  latter  was  the  founder  of  the  Valentine  Meat 
Juice  Company  and  through  his  will  the  Valentine  Museum 
was  established,  this  being  made  possible  by  the  gift  of  the  old 
John  Wickham  mansion. 

Mr.  Valentine  was  educated  in  the  Richmond  public  schools, 
at  Woodberry  Forest  School,  Hampden-Sydney  College,  and 
the  University  of  Virginia.  After  serving  in  the  Army  Field 
Artillery  in  World  War  I,  he  returned  to  Richmond  and  joined 
the  Valentine  Company,  where  he  remained  until  his  death. 
At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  vice  president  and  treasurer 
of  the  company.  Throughout  his  life  he  was  active  in  civic 
affairs,  serving  in  many  and  various  capacities.  For  many  years 
he  was  a  board  member  of  the  Richmond  Area  Community 
Chest  and  the  Richmond  YMCA.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Export-Import  Club,  the  Commonwealth  Club,  the  Richmond 
Boat  Club,  and  the  Richmond  German  Club.  An  ardent  sports- 
man, he  was  a  member  of  the  Country  Club  of  Virginia  and 
played  on  its  tennis  teams  for  many  years.  He  was  also  a 
member  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution,  the  American  Legion, 
the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati,  and  a  thirty-second  degree  Mason. 
At  Hampden-Sydney,  he  was  a  member  of  Chi  Phi  fraternity 
and  interested  in  all  student  affairs. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  All  Saints  Episcopal  Church, 
of  which  Mr.  Valentine  was  treasurer  and  a  vestryman,  and 
burial  was  in  Hollywood  cemetery.  Survivors  are  his  wife, 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Taylor  Valentine ;  a  son,  F.  S.  Valentine  III, 
of  Richmond :  a  daughter,  Mrs.  Thomas  Moss  Wood  III,  of 
Wilson,  N.  C. ;  a  brother,  Charles  Skinker  Valentine,  and  a 
sister,   Mrs.  Thomas  Ellett,  both  of   Richmond. 

ROBERTSON.  Word  has  been  received  of  the  death  of 
Gordon  B.  Robertson,  '11,  on  July  28,  1954,  at  his  home  in 
Omaha,  Nebraska. 

PARRISH.  Thomas  Kirk  Parrish,  Jr.,  '20,  died  on  July 
31,  1954,  at  his  home  909  West  Grace  Street,  Richmond,  Virginia. 
Mr.  Parrish  received  his  preparatory  education  at  McGuire's 
School  in  Richmond,  then  entered  Hampden-Sydney.  He  later 
attended  the  University  of  Virginia.  While  at  Hampden-Sydney 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  fraternity  and 
played  in  the  backfield  on  the  football  team.  He  was  a  veteran 
of  World  War  I. 


Survivors  are  a  daughter,  Miss  Sally  Cary  Parrish  of  New 
York  City,  and  a  son,  T.  Kirkpatrick  Parrish  III.  of  the  United 
States  Marine  Corps,  Honolulu,  Hawaii. 

ROUNDY.  Edward  C.  Roundy,  aged  62,  died  at  his  home 
in  Waterville,  Maine,  on  July  14,  1954. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  Mr.  Roundy  was  baseball  coach  at 
Colby  College.  Since  going  to  Colby  in  1924,  he  had  coached 
every  major  sport  except  track  there.  A  graduate  of  St. 
Lawrence  College,  now  a  university  at  Canton,  New  York,  he 
coached  there  and  at  Hampden-Sydney  before  joining  the  staff 
at  Colby.

The  Co-Captains 

At  a  meeting  of  the  football  team  last  spring  the  mem- 
bers elected  two  men  to  lead  them  through  the  coming 
season.  Their  choices  were  John  Stokeley  Fulton  of 
Danville,  Virginia,  and  William  Cabell  Rives  III,  of 
Blackstone,  Virginia.  Both  are  seniors  and  are  veterans  of 
three  years  on  the  Hampden-Sydney  gridiron. 

Rive>,  know n  to  his  teammates  as  "Cowboy"  because 
of  his  hard,  powerful  running  at  fullback,  attended  Black- 
stone  High  School  before  coming  to  Death  Valley.  In 
high  school  he  was  active  in  football,  basketball,  and  base- 
ball. 

Coming  to  Hampden-Sydney  in  1951,  Cabell  played  at 
tackle  as  a  reserve.  The  following  year  saw  him  playing 
the  post  regularly  in  addition  to  kicking  off  and  kicking 
the  extra  points  for  the  Bengals.  In  ios.<  he  was  put  at 
fullback  to  plug  the  gap  left  by  all-conference  fullback 
Ronnie  Martinez.  On  defense  he  backs  up  the  line  where 
he  is  just  as  much  at  home. 

Cabell  is  2 1 -years-old,  and  weighs  210  pounds.  He  is 
a  very  hard  runner,  and  should  have  another  very  good 
season  this  fall.    He  is  studying  toward  a   B. A.  degree. 

Rives'  counterpart,  Stokeley  Fulton,  is  the  most  talked- 
about  football  player  at  Death  Valley  since  Lynn  Chewn- 
ing  ran  wild  here  several  years  ago.  Stokeley  is  twenty- 
three  years  old,  and  is  Hampden-Sydney's  candidate  for 
Little  All-American  honors  this  fall. 


Stokeley  prepped  at  George  Washington  High  School, 
Danville,  where  he  gained  quite  a  reputation  for  himself 
on  the  gridiron.  While  at  GW  he  was  named  to  All-State, 
All-Southern,   and  All-American  selections. 

'"Stokie,''  as  his  teammates  call  him,  came  to  Death 
Valley  in  195 1  and  at  the  end  of  his  first  season  was 
named  to  the  all-conference  team.  He  was  so  honored 
again  in  1952  and  1953.  Last  season  he  was  named 
honorary  captain  of  the  group.  On  two  occasions,  he 
has  been  named  to  the  honorable  mention  ranks  of  AP's 
Little  All- America. 

Stokie  is  not  big  (185  pounds),  but  is  considered  one 
of  the  best  linemen  in  the  school's  history.  At  guard  on 
offense,  and  linebacker  on  defense,  he  makes  up  for  his 
size  with  a  great  desire  to  win.  He  is  capable  of  going 
the  full  sixty  minutes  if  called  upon  to  do  so.  He  also 
handles  the  punting  for  the  Tigers,  where  his  performance 
is  above  average. 

Not  only  is  he  a  fine  player,  but  a  natural  leader.  In 
addition  to  his  duties  as  co-captain,  he  is  president  of  the 
student  body,  president  of  his  fraternity,  and  a  member 
of  Omicron  Delta  Kappa,  national  leadership  fraternity. 
In  addition  to  all  this  he  is  a  fine  student. 

Both  Cabell  and  Stokeley  possess  the  qualities  to  lead 
the  Bengals  through  another  fine  gridiron  campaign,  and 
the  team's  choice  of  leaders  was  a  wise  one.
